Out of the m any thousand 
who perish in their duty toward their 
masters, only a few return home 
to 
pend their lives in the ease and honor 
they deserve. 
One war horse, how ­ 
ever, which made a splendid record for 
himself, an71 now ha 
hi« virtue« , nam e 
and noble deeds engraved on a fitting 
tombstone, was Copenhagen, the horse 
the great Duk e of Wellington rode at 
the battle of Waterloo, 
Nine years after the E m peror N a ­ 
poleon died at St. Helena an old white 
horse perished of old ag« - and pneum o­ 
nia in England. 
The .sk eleton of the 
animal is set up In the Royal United 
Service Institution and to all visitors 
it is pointed out an Marengo, the c ha r­ 
ger Napoleon rode at th« * battle of 
Waterloo. 
Marengo 
came originally 
from Egypt, and was left to wander 
on the dismal battlefield when the em­ 
peror was forced to fly for his life. An 
English officer found and tool, him, 
and he was sold to a general in the 
British army. 
Tu English 
pastures, 
cared for by k indly grooms, this noble 
horse passed the latter years of hta 
life far more peacefully and happily 
than his great and unfortunate master.

E d i to r T e l e g r a p h : 
In 1 a«-41 * ven in g’s TELEGRAPH you 
published an article sign ed " P h y s ic ­ 
ian ,’* scorin g the health d epartm en t 
an d attachin g all the blame upon the 
health d epartm en t for the spread in g of 
the d is» ase kn own as chieken pox. 
it 
is n ot n ecessary to go in to a n ewspaper 
con troversy in this matter, so ! will 
simply call the physician ’s atten tion to 
the city ord in an ce in referen ce to the 
d uty of the physician an d the health d e­ 
partmen t in such cases. 
C hapter n in eteen , section five, of an 
ord in an ce passed an d approved on the 
I8th d ay of August, 189 3, read s as fol­ 
lows: 
“ In ord er to facilitate the con trol of 
epid emic, con tagion -, an d 
in fectious 
d iseases, it is hereby mawe the d uty of 
physician s in said < ity to report to said 
commission er of health an y an d ail 
cases of epid emic, con tagious or in fec­ 
tious d iseases, such as cholera, small­ 
pox, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, an d 
d iphtheria, th at the physician may be 
called upon to care for, within twen ty- 
four hours after bein g called an d a s ­ 
sumin g profession al ch a rg e of such 
fuse or d isease, subject to a pen alty of 
n ot less than five d ollars n or more than 
fifty d ollars for each violation of such 
d uty,” etc. 
r will on ly say in con clusion th a t n ot 
on e case of chieken pox has been re­ 
ported to the health d epartm en t by 
an y physician in this city. 
The health 
d epartm en t has n o authority to act in 
such cases un til the atten d in g physic­ 
ian reports it as a proper case for the 
healtb d epartm en t to look after. 
As to the con sumption butter, it was 
n ot reported to the health d epartmen t, 
as stated by your correspon d en t, an d I 
thin k that a read in g of the ord in an ce 
from which the above quotation is 
mad e,will show th a t a physician 's d uty 
is n ot "at an en d ” when he has "called , 
tt eatcd an d ad vised such cases.’’

T h e A v f THKR A m e r i c an O v e r l o o k « th** O p - 
po rt unit i<*« I hat I,ie at Ifit Thr« *» lio l<]. 
While seeking in the F a r East fo r 
co nsumers o f his surplus pro ducts o f 
farm and facto ry , the average Ameri­ 
can o verlo o ks the o ppo rtunities o pen 
to his enterprise and sagacity in a 
co ntinent which 
lies, 
co mparatively 
speaking, at the thresho ld o f his fac­ 
to ry and the gateway o f his farm. At 
tie* same time, lu fails utterly to real­ 
ize that the Fnited » States the chief 
co nsumer o f So uth American pro ducts 
is pay ing, by way o f ex change, a vast 
tribute to Euro pe, no t merly o n what 
is taken fro m her nearest and mo st 
natural market fo r her o wn pro ducts, 
but o n all she sells there. 
If intelli­ 
gently utilized, no t o nly 
wo uld the 
semi-ho me markets o f So uth America 
save to the American co nsumer what 
he no w pay s in ex change to his mo re 
enterprising 
Euro pean 
co mpetito r, 
who has fo restalled him in the ex plo r­ 
atio n and develo pment o f the vast re­ 
so urces o f the so uthern republics, but 
they wo uld iu 
time 
turn the o ver­ 
whelmingly adverse balance o f trade 
to the credit o f the United States. 
To -day the leading co mmercial city 
r» f Brazil. Rio do Janeiro , with a po p­ 
ulatio n o f nearly 750,000 
so uls, co n­ 
tains but o ne strictly American mer­ 
cantile ho use suppo rted by any co n­ 
siderable amo unt 
o f capital. 
In th« * 
entire republic, with a po pulatio n o f 
16.000,000. o nly two such ho uses ex ist. 
The American co lo ny , registered, num­ 
bers pro bably 1.500, embracing a few 
co ffee buy ers, agents 
o nly , farmers, 
clerks, mechanics, dentists, and o ther 
pro fessio nal men scattered 
o ver the 
co untry ; while the 
British, 
French, 
Herman, Po rtugese and Spanish co lo ­ 
nies number respectively , in the o rder 
named, many 
tho usand 
inhabitants, 
representing hundreds 
o f millio ns <jf 
do llars placed in mercantile, banking, 
mining, transpo rtatio n, and o ther pur­ 
suits, which y ield 
remunerative divi­ 
dends. 
It is o bvio us that a large number o f

ket and fix the prices to Ih* paid to the 
miner, as well as tl «> prices fo r which 
it is so ld in the markets. 
Mi« a. it need hardly Ih* said, Is a 
very valuable, almo st precio us, min­ 
eral, as tlwse wl.« > are y ldiged to buy 
a small strip fo r their sto ve do o rs will 
testify . 
A package wo rth hundreds 
o f do llars can he carried in a basket 
slung o n r the arm. o r iu « pair o f sad­ 
dlebags o n ho rseback. 
When prepared 
fo r the market the so lid blo ck, as taken 
fro m the mine, is split into sheets. 
These are cut into squares o r rectan­ 
gles o f almo st every po ssible size, fro m

Sx lo inches, and 
so metimes even larger. There are no 
1«*ss than 1HK regular sizes kept in 
sto ck by dealers.

The cap ro ck has been blasted away . 
Little “nlgger-heads” small lumps o f 
(‘rumbling mica mix ed with slate and 
o ther ro ck are gro wing plentiful. The 
ro ck is carefully ex amined by the ex ­ 
perienced miner, and all indicatio ns 
are that mica will so o n be fo und. A 
blast is made. The ro ck and debris 
are cleared away , and there in the 
Ik)tto m is a blo ck o f the precio us stuff, 
a ragged co rner sho wing itself black 
and glittering in Hit* white « juartz in 
which it is imbedded. 
With the tips 
o f the fingers the miner gently and 
affectio nately brushes away the dirt 
and small sto nes which partly co vers 
It. 
Its thickness is carefully no ted, 
its po sitio n iu the ro ck is learnedly 
discussed, and many a speculatio n in­ 
dulged in as to its size and quality . 
The ho le is quickly drilled, the small
